It was a year of 
tragedy, triumph 


Where does one 
start? Well, it certainly was 
a year to remember, one 
filled with great tragedies 
and dramatic triumphs. 

Perhaps the biggest 
news of 1996-97 was that 
the Summer Olympics 
came to Atlanta, but the 
real news was made off 
the playing field, so to 
speak, when there was a 
terrible bombing at 
Centennial Park. After 
months of intensive 
investigation, the FBI 
targeted security guard 
Richard Jewell as its prime 
suspect, but later dropped 
all charges on Jewell, but 
not after the man had 
suffered numerous unfair 
accusations and public 
humilation. 

Yet another tragedy 
occurred just weeks 
before the start of the 
Olympics when TWA Flight 
800 exploded off the Long 
Island, N.Y. coast, resulting 
in the deaths of 300-some 
passengers. Like the 
Olympic bombing, the 
downing of Flight 800 went 
unsolved, although 
terrorism was not ruled out 
by investigators. 

O.J. Simpson, the former 
NFL great, was back in the 
news again for 1 997 when 
he was found liable in the 
civil suit for the wrongful 
deaths of Nicole Brown 
Simpson and Ronald 


Goldman. As a 
consequence, O.J. was 
ordered by the court to 
come up with mucho 
dollars to compensate the 
families. The previous year, 
O.J. was found not guilty in 
the famed criminal trial, 
what many observers 
have aptly called 'The Trial 
Of The Century". 

President Bill Clinton was, 
of course, a big part of the 
news of 1996-97. He 
committed 300,000 troops 
to Iraq as a means of 
support for the Kurds, who 
had suffered numerous 
missile strikes by Iraqi 
forces. Later, despite
